PARIS, Aug. 28.—The news of the de- 


feat of the French garrison at Timbuc- 
too has caused great excitement here 
and details are anxiously awaited. 
From news that, has reached here it 
appears that a French column, com- 
manded by Col. Bannier, arrived at 
Timbuctoo on January 10 and two 
days later a detachment of troops 
with Col. Bannier at their head, ac- 
companied by Commandant Hugueny 
and the entire staff, started out on a re- 
connoiterinff expedition, leaving Capt. 
Phillippe, as senior captain, in charge 
of the post. This detachment, in some 
manner never fully explained, was sur- 
prised asleep in camp at Dougoi, two 
hours' march north of Goundam, and j 
three days' march from Timbuctoo. 


The tribes, chiefly Tuaregs, mounted 


and on foot, and armed with lances 
and knives, entered the French camp 
by several sides, during the early 
morninff and overturned the stacked 
arms in front of the sharpshooters, 
who, when aroused, were unable to 
seize their rifles in time to defend 
themselves successfully. The Arabs 
massacred nearly the entire detach- 
ment, consisting of the fifth and 
eleventh 
companies of Soudanese 


sharpshooters. A French officer, Capt. 
Nigotte, though seriously wounded, 
escaped to a platopn of soldiers left 
some yards behind the main camp, un- 
der command of Lieut. Sarda, and It 
retreated to Timbuctoo 


The Tanregs pursued the retreating 


soldiers and then invested Timbuctoo. 
For its defense Capt Phillippe had only 
300 rifles and six cannon, but a olumn 
commanded by Col. Joffre,composed of a 
company and a half of sharpshooters, a 
squadron of Spahis cavalry, thirty 
auxiliary Spahis and two guns, after 
meeting serious opposition, reached 
Timbuctoo. Jt is, in all probability, 
part of the force of Capt. Phillippe and 
Col. Joffre, which, according to the ad- 
vices from Senegal, has been cut to 
pieces by the Arabs. 


It1 is believed here that the garrison, 


since* the Joffre column arrived there, 
had been again reinforced.

CHICAGO, Aug. ~9.—The reports as tc 


the condition of crops throughout the 
country, and the general influence ol 
weather oil growth, cultivation and 
harvest, was 3'esterday mad* by the 
director-; of the different state weather 
hevvices of the United htates weather 
bureau. The reports received by tele- 
graph at Chicago follow: 


Illinois—Temperature and sunshine 


about normal, rainfall below and badly 
distributed: drought in southern por- 
tion broken. Corn improving, but re- 
ports conflict as to the extent of dam 
ago 
Threshing about completed. 


Fall plow ing progressing and some 
seeding done. 


Indiana—fool nights and rains, were 


beneflci.il to growing crops in manv 
localities 
Coin is maturing- slowly, 


but earing better than was expocted. 
Fall pkmuig progresses slowly. 


Missouri—Improved late corn and 


pastures in southern portion caused by 
showers and cloudy weather, and plow- 
ing facilitated In northern hections 
drought continues and corn cutting 
is in progress in many counties. Ap- 
ples still falling badly. 


Arkansas—Cloudiness has prevailed 


during the entire week with frequent 
showers which reached all portions, 
stimulating and 
reviving1 growing 


crops, and putting the ground in prime 
condition for stubble breaking and 
turnip sowing 
As a rule cotton is do- 


ing well, though some report rust and 
shodding. Corn is made. 


Kentucky—Drought broken effect- 


ually in most sections, and late corn, 
tobacco, pastures and gardens are im- 
proving rapidly. Some sections still 
need rain. Tobacco and hemp cutting 
still in progress; both those crops have 
been materially 
shortened by the 


drought. 


Ohio—Local showers have revived 


vegetation some what in the central and 
southern portions; in the northern coun- 
ties coin is beyond help, and has been 
or will be cut for fodder. General frost 
on the S2rt did no serious damage. Po- 
tatoes small and not over 'OH crop. On 
lowlands corn promises half to three- 
quarters crop, while hill corn is a fail- 
ure.

yield in "tariff taxes." But he follows 
this with the statement that he is sure 
there is a common habit of underesti 
mating the importance of free raw 
materials. It must be very importan 
indeed, if from the great leading raw 
materials, coal and iron, only $700,00f 
annually are collected at the custom 
houses for it. That amount distribute 
among the factories of the country woul 
not amount to one dollar apiece;to all th 
concerns that use coal and iron ore. In 
deed it must be mighty important to th 
consumer. The effect of free coal and iro 
will be to rob the poorest paid workme 
of the country, those engaged in mining 
and whote finished product thisso-calle 
raw material is, and give the amount < 
this robbery to the manufacturer. 


As a tariff logician Mr. Cleveland is 


failure, and this fact goes very far fa 
ward nullifying what he has said agams 
the senate bill. It will be noted tha 
while he argues in favor of free coal an 
iron, he has not a word in favor of free 
sugar, which is as much a raw material 
as the other two are, and fewer working- 
men are engaged in producing it in this 
country; and free sugar is much more 
important to the people than free coal 
or iron. Free sugar would mean forty 
million dollars annually in the pockets 
of the people. Free coal and iron don't 
mean one cent a year in the pocket of 
anybody but the manufacturer.

A RECENT Knglish invention is said to 


come nearer to being the ideal electric 
carriage than anything that has hither 
appeared. The carriage, 
which was 


recently tested in London with most 
satisfactory results, is in appearance 
much like an ordinary carriage, such as 
horses are used with, except that the 
wheels are smaller, and are furnished 
with-think pneumatic tires. The frame 
work is built of weldless steel tubes. 
The front pair of wheels are controlled 
by a tangent screw, which is governed 
by a small wheel at the driver's seat, 
enabling him to steer the apparatus at 
will. The motive power is electricity, 
which is earned in a series of accumula- 
tor cells, fitted under the seats out of 
sight and out of the way. The whole 
machine weighs about 1,000 pounds, and 
can make on a good road a speed of 
some fifteen miles an hour. It is said 
that it will run 50 miles without being 
recharged,and that this operation is very 
quickly performed.

THELABORTRODBLES 


Th» History of the Strike on the 


Hindis Central 


1AS THE MATTER OF CHIEF INTEREST 


At Yesterday's Session of tbe Labor 


Commission— Fifteen Witnesses 


were Examined— A New Plan to 


Prevent Strikes Suggested. 


CHICAGO, Aug; 27. — The session of 


the labor commission yesterday was 
chiefly interesting because of the tes- 
timony of General Superintendent A. 
Vf. Sullivan of the Illinois Central 
railroad, who related the history of the 
etrike on that road. 
He unfolded a 


pls.n to settle labor difficulties. It is 
to make the labor unions responsible 
for all overt acts committed by their 
members and for all violations of con- 
tracts made by the headb of organiza- 
tions and broken by the members 
thereof. 


The commission is trying to get at 


the cost of the strike to the railroads. 
To this end several statements were 
submitted, giving the figures. A num- 
fcer of roads have yet to be heard from. 


Among the fifteen witnesses exam- 


ined during the day was Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles, who denied saying: "The 
backbone of the strike is broken'' when 
he returned to Chicago to take com- 
mand of the federal troops ordered out 
to do dnt.y 'in connection with the 
strike. 


Enoch Hnrshole, a Chicago attorney, 


asked perinUsion of the commission to 
cross-examine 
George 
M. Pullman. 


As Mr. Pullman was not on the stand 
the request was refused, but he was 
told that Mr. Pullman would be re- 
called if tlie attorney \vould RUCmit in 
writing a number of questions of suffi- 
cient importance to justify such an 
act. 


Mr. Harshole said he represented the 


American Railway union. 


Nicholas Hunt, police inspector, tes- 


tified that little or no violence was 
used by thp strikers in his district, and 
that employes who were asked by the 
strikers to quit generally did so with- 
out being intimidated. The inspector 
professed deep ignorance as to who 
threw stones or set cars on fire. He 
thought the offenders did not look like 
railroad mea- He asserted that ISurke, 
•who led the mob at Fcrty-ninth and 
Lewis streets, and who was killed at

1,990 
of them were strikers. The re- 


mainder were forced to quit by the 
strikers. 


"How did you learn this?" asked 


Commissioner Kermvn. 


•"By a careful investigation." 
Mr. Sullivan could only mention two 


cases of assault on new men by strik- 
ers and about sixty arrests of strikers 
All of the 
1,BOO men forced to quit 


•work were taken back and 690 of the 
actual strikers, leaving 1,21C of the ac- 
tual strikers who had been perma- 
nently dismissed from the service of the 
company, 
The men reinstated in- 


cluded those who had committed no 
overt acts and had not intimidated 


. others, provided their places had not 


been filled by new men. The gross 
loss to the road by the strike was esti- 
mated at £740,000. 


"Tbe position of the Illinois Central 


in this strike was a unique one," said 
the witness, "in that nothing it could 
have done would have prevented their 
losses. Every possible influence was 
brought to bear on the employes to 
convince item of the error of their ac- 
tions, and I tried several times to bring 
about an adjustment of the differences. 
The men would listen to no conces-

sions and no augments. They stopped 
•work without any grievance, without 
notice to the company, and they have 
never given the company any explana- 
tion <st their conduct.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The change 


from the McKinley tariff to the new 
tariff law, involving great reductions 
in rates, of duties and numberless al- 
terations, in matters, of detail, because 
of the well-oiled wheels of government 
machinery, was accomplished yester- 
day morning, as far as the treasury de- 
partment is advised, all over the United 
States, without a hitch or break. All 
instructions necessary to carry the 
new law into effect were sent out Mon- 
day, and collectors of customs and in- 
ternal revenue were working yester- 
day under the changed conditions, with 
new schedules and altered rates, with 
a smoothness and dispatch that shows 
how thoroughly the government ma- 
chine is (Lrected and kept in hand by 
the powers at Washington. 


Many points, it is expected, will be 


found in the new tariff by collectors of 
customs that will require smoothing 
out bv decisions finally of the secre- 
tary of the treasury; but Mr. Carlisle, 
with the pradence and foresight that 
becomes almost second nature with 
one charged with heavy governmental 
responsibilities, will not "cross the 
bridge" until he reaches i^ 


Collectors of customs will first pass 


upon such disputed points, and the im- 
porters, if dissatisfied with the deci- 
sion, can, as piovided by law, take ap- 
peal to the board of general appraisers 
and fina i\ to the secretary of the 
treasury 


Much light has been shed upon the 


line of decisions that Secretary Car- 
lisle will follow in the few decisions of 
disputed points that he has already 
made, and they will serve as a guide to 
customs officers all over the United 
States.
